separate studies in Britain and the United States show "a very definite 
statistical relationship between excessive smoking and cancer of the 
lung." 


Dr. Everts A. Graham', profes- 


sor emeritus of surgery at Wash- 
ington university', St. Louis, Mo., 
told the American College of Sur- 
geons, meeting for the first time 
in Europe: 


"One of the curious things about 


cancer of'the lung is that it oc- 
curs five to six times as frequently 
in men/as in women. It is difficult 
to understand why—unless there is 
some difference in the lungs- 
women should have this condition 
so much less than men if it had 
any relationship to the atmosphere 
they breathe. . 
. • • .„ ,-•:• 


There are 'many die-hards who 


say cigarettes cannot have any- 
thing to do with this condition be- 
cause women unoke ai many, cig- 


arettes as men. This statement is 
not quite-true. 


I'ln women of cancer age, cig- 


arette smoking is not nearly so 
common as.it i* in young women 
and girls. It requires 20 to 30 years 
of smoking to produce the cancer 
and women have not been smoking 
that long in general." 


Dr. Graham said investigations' 


also had been carried out to try 
to discover the effect of petroleum 
products in producing lung cancer.

found garage mechanics 


and oil field worker's did not have 
a higher Incidence of cancer of 
the lung than people in other oc- 
cupations," he said.

Vietminh Release 18 
After French Attack 


Wounded 
Arrive by 
Helicopter 


Heavy Air Assault. 
Centers on Road 
Neutral Since Friday 


HANOI, Indochina UP)— 


The Vietminh conquerors of 
Dien Bien Phu have released 
18 more French Union wound- 
ed from the fallen fortress, 
the French high command 
announced tonight. The news 
came after French planes re- 
sumed attacks on rebel troops 
streaming eastward toward 
the vital Red river delta. 


The high command announce- 


ment did not indicate whether the 
casualties had been turned over 
before the heavy air assault, cen- 
tering on a highway neutralized 
since Friday as a hospital route 
for the Communist-led r e b e l 
wounded. 


The high command reported, 


howevei;, Uie 18 had arrived in 
Luang Prabang, the royal capital 
of Lao», by helicopter from the 
northwest-Indochina fortress which 
held out 68 days against the Com- 
munists. Only 11 of the 753 report- 
ed subject to evacuation had been 
brought out previously. • 


12 Serious 


Twelve of the 18 were listed as 


seriously wounded, with the other 
six less so. 


The command said it could not 


say whether their release meant 
the Vietminh had accepted new 
French proposals to speed up the 
airlift. 


In Geneva, a Vietminh spokes- 


man charged the French had sabo- 
taged the agreement for evacua- 
tion of the wounded. The spokes- 
man, Hoang Van Hoan, Vietminh 
"ambassador to Red China, told a 
news conference also that the new 
highway bombardment had killed 
15 French prisoners of war. 


Hoang said the bombardment of 


the main road out of Dien Bien 
Phu—in which he said Uie 15 pris- 
oners were killed—was in violation 
of the wounded evacuation agree- 
ment. He said resumption of the 
evacuation hinged on whether the 
French would again make the high- 
way Immune from bombing at- 
tacks. 


DcnlcH Charge 


Hoang rejected the French de- 


mand for neutral supervision of 
the highway as "not realistic." 


He denied an earlier French 


charge that Uie Vietminh had dis- 
criminated 
against 
Vietnamese 


soldiers and planned only to evac- 
uate the French wounded soldiers 
they had captured in the fortress. 


As the American-supplied war- 


planes roared out once more 
against the road leading from Dien 
Bien Phu toward the vital Red 
river delta, a three-man French 
mission flew by helicopter to Dien 
Bien Phu this morning to press for 
rebel acceptance of a six-point 
evacuation 
plan, 
including 
a 


French offer to treat and return 
gravely wounded Vietminh troops. 


No Antmer 


French broadcasts had told the 


Vietminh the air attack on the 70- 
mile highway between Dien Bien 
Phu and Son La—mam route to- 
ward the deltas-would start again 
unless the rebels agreed to the 
French plan by midnight Monday. 


The high command said no an- 


swer was received. At 11 a.m. to- 
day bombing of the highway was 
resumed, a massive assault by 
B26 and Privateer bombers, and 
fighters from land and carrier 
bases.

Claim Forbidden Arms Arc 
Unloaded at Guatemala 


WASHINGTON (/P)-—American authorities said today 


they are convinced Moscow has turned loose Communist agi- 
tators to foment strife and chaos in volatile Central America. 


Tills belief, U. S, diplomats said, 


is based on recent developments in 
Costa Rica, Nicaiaguo. and Hon- 
duras and climaxed now by an 
apparently large shipment of arms 
to Guatemala from Communist- 
controlled Stettin, once a German 
port but now incorporated into Red 
Poland. 


The State d e p a r t m e n t an- 


nounced late Monday that an un- 
specified 
quantity and 
type of 


nrmn now arc being unloaded fiom 
a cargo ship of Swedish registry 
at the Guatemalan port of Puerto 
Barrios. 


Development of Gravity 


The announcement said that: 
"Because of the origin of these 


arms, the point of their embarka- 
tion, their destination and 
the 


quantity of arms involved, the De- 
pal tment of State considers that 
this is a development of gravity." 


For a number of years the Unit- 


ed States has blocked all arms 
sales to Guatemala. It has repeat- 
edly charged too that Guatemala 
is the center of Communist agita- 
tion in Central America and that 
its government is "playing the 
Communist game." 


Looking back over unrest in Cen- 


tral America during the past six 
weeks, American authorities said 


they believe the signal for this 
activity came from Moscow Jate 
last year. 


Other Event* 


At that time, they recalled Gua- 


temala's 
three top Communist 


leaders visited Moscow. 


Since then, they said, 
these 


events have occurred: 


On April 3, Nlcaraguan exiles 


from Costa Rica unsuccessfully 
tried to assassinate anti-Commu- 
nist Nicaraguan President Anastas- 
io Somoza, regarded as one of the 
most active anti-Communists in 
Central America and an arch-foe 
of Guatemala. 


Subsequently a cache of arms 


was found along a lonely stretch of 
the Pacific coast of Nicaragua. In- 
cluded weie |fvo sUbmachlneguns, 
20 hand grenades, four automatic 
pistols and 40 rifles described as 
bearing hammer and sickle mark- 
ings. 


At the end of April, banana 


workers In northern Honduras went 
out on a wildcat strike. Workers 
In ?hops, telephone exchanges and 
hospitals aim struck, paralyzing 
the entire area. Guatemala lies 
just to the north of Honduras. 


Spellman Found Guilty of 
Larceny by Embezzlement 


OREGON—(Special)—Francis Spellman, Jr., former 


Rochelle grain dealer, Monday night was found guilty on four 
counts of larceny by embezzlement. He was convicted by an 
Ogle circuit court jury of six men and six women who delib- 
erated three and a half hours on their verdict. 
Spellman, who was president and 


general manager of the Spellman 
Feed and Gram company, w.as 
charged with converting $41,973 
worth of government grain to his 
own use. Conviction on the charge 
carnes a possible sentence of up 
to ten years in prison. 


However, the circuit court can* 


not imprison Spellman until his 
federal probation period ends. Fed- 
eral Judge Joseph Sam Perry on 
Dec. 24, 195.1, placed Spellman on 
probation for fiv* years. Spellmnn 
had pleaded guilty, to converting 


about 600.000 bushels of govern- 
ment owned grain to his own use. 


Judge Harry E. Wheat, Frceport, 


presided at the trial here. He with- 
held sentence for ten days to al- 
low appeals. Spellman's attorney 
said he will ask a new trial.

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Report Survey on Future 
Sales of Hogs in Chicago 


Iowa and Northern Illinois farm- 


ers will sell fewer hogs in the next 
two to three months than they did 
a year ago, a survey of nearly 600 
farmers in the area reveals. On 
the other hand, considerably more 
hogs will be sold during fall and 
winter this year than in the cor- 
responding period a year ago. 


The farms surveyed represent an 


area in which-one-third of all hogs 
in the United States are produced. 
This second report on hog market- 
ing intentions is based on a quar- 
terly survey conducted by Iowa 
State college in cooperation with 


tfle Chicago Union Stock Yards. 
The project was initiated and 
financed by the Chicago Stock 
Yards company. 


Projected marketings—based on

the result of increased spring far- 
owlngs. 


Hog marketings In the last four 


months of 1954 will be up sharply— 
probably by 30 per cent. The in- 
creased marketings will continue 
into early 1955. 


The survey showed that farrow- 


ings Increased sharply last winter 
and this spring. A good share of 
the increased farrowings are ac- 
counted for by the small size hog 
enterprises. Farms with less than 
10 litters last spring reflected an 
88 per cent increase in 1954 spring 
farrowings. Farmers that had 10 to 
19 sows farrowing in 1953 increased 
their 1954 spring farrowings by 19 
per cent. Those with over 20 sows 
increased their farrowings by only 
five per cent. 


Many of the larger hog raisers 


who had sows farrowing in March 
last year shifted to January, and 
February farrowings this year. 
They also shifted May litters up to 
April this year. This change in 
farrow-ings will show up in the fall 
marketing pattern. This 
means 


that we can expe*ct late August and 
September sales to increase. Also, 
these hogs will be pushed to mar- 
ket at light weights this fall. 


Farmers with less than 10 sows 


in 1953 will increase farrowings 
substantially in May. It will be 
November bfeore receipts increase 
appreciably from this source.

103. This is a record number for 
the state. 


The second new association i« in 


Lake county. Leo R. Fryman, ex- 
tension dairy specialist at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, says they will 
give more dairymen in those coun- 
ties a chance to develop efficient- 
producing herds. 


More than 2.000 Illinois dairymen 


are now members of the associa- 
tions and over 47.000 cows are be- 
ing tested. The individual produc.- 
tion records, Fryman says, will 
help dairymen cull poor-producing 
cows, or "profit takers," from 
their herds. 


Fryman says the value of the 


associations is shown in the in- 
creased production of dairy cows 
in recent years. 


In 1928, the average production 


of 11,400 cows on test, was 2S2 
pounds of butterfat. The 45.000 
cows on test last year averaged 
369 pounds of butterfat. This 32 
per cent increase added over two 
and one-half million dollars to the 
annual income of DHIA members 
last year.

associations. 


Stephenson and McHenry counties 
also have four DHIA units. Five 
counties—Winnebago, Kane, Kan-

Cultivate and 
Mulch to Kill 
Garden Weeds 


U R B A N A — Cultivating and 


mulching ar« the most useful 
methods for fighting; weeds in the 
garden. 


Norman Oebker. University of 


Illinois vegetable crops specialist, 
says that so far chemicals have not 
proved practical for home gardens. 


Main objective of cultivating is 


to kill weeds, Oebker says. Don't 
cultivate too deeply, or you may 
damage the roots. Scraping is &s 
good as deep cultivation. If you 
use a garden cultivator, cultivate 
very shallowly, especially close to 
the plants.

Mulching is also a good w&y to 


keep down weeds and it will help 
to save the moisture, too. Mulching 
is used for strawberries, tomatoes 
and potatoes. You can use straw, 
burlap; paper or similar material. 


If you use straw, put on two or 


three inches, and put it on before 
the plants start to spread. If any 
weeds do poke through, you can 
kill them easily with a hoe. 
Dysentery Can Be 
Costly When It 
Strikes Pig Crop 


URBANA— You can lose more 


than half of your young pig crop 
if dysentery strikes this year, and 
there's no vaccine to prevent this 
bacterial disease. 


Dr. L. E. Boley of the Univer- 


sity of Illinois College of Veteri- 
nary Medicine says the best way 
to prevent dysentery is to keep 
your lots and pens clean and well 
drained. Keep new pigs away from 
the rest of your herd for a month 
after you buy them to be sure 
they don't have any disease. 


Call your veterinarian if you no- 


tice that any of your pigs are off 
feed or have a bloody diarrhea 
containing shreds of tissue from 
their intestines. Move your healthy 
pigs to clean quaiters. Clean and 
disinfect 
the old quarters and 


equipment before you restock. 


Your veterinarian may, be able 


to save infected pigs with some of 
the new sulfa drugs and antibiotics 
if 
he 
begins 
treatment 
early 


enough. However, most pigs that 
recover will be stunted and un- 
thufty. It's best to market these 
recovered pigs, since they may 
pass the disease on to your healthy 
animals, Dr. Boley advises.

Money-Makers 


URBANA 
— Illinois 
farmers 


made more money on hogs in 1953 
than in 1952, but average earnings 
on other classes of livestock were 
lower. Some livestock even failed 
to pay market prices for their feed. 


Farm economists' A. G. Mueller 


and J. B. Claar of the University 
of Illinois found the following re- 
sults in comparing a sample of 1953 
records with 1952 records from the 
same farms: 


Net earnings on hog farms went 


up fiom $33 to $46 an acre in 1953. 
Net earnings are the money left 
after payment of operating costs 


and labor, including a charge for 
operator and family labor. 


Earnings on feeder cattle—hog 


farms increased from $17 to $21 an 
acre, but the increase was due al- 
most entirely to the hog part of the 
enterprise. Feeder cattle did not 
pay going market-prices for grain 
and roughage-in 1953. 


On dairy farms^n the St. Louis 


area, net earnings dropped from 
$20 to $13 an acre. In the Chicago 
milkshed. they went down from $28 
to $21 an acre.

Cautious Optimism Needed in 


Present Business Trend 


American business leaders are universally regarded as 


a cheerful lot, vet the truth is they frequently sound pretty 
eloomy notes where their own businesses are concerned. So 
when they voice encouragement about the state of tne u. b. 
economy we can't dismiss it as giddy optimism. 


That kind of hopeful talk now is being heard more and 


more in business circles. First of all. economic levels in the 
first three months of 1954 were somewhat better than ex- 
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FEATURES 


For instance, reports on 570 large companies showed 


that their combined net income actually was 7 per cent 
higher this year than in the comparable three months m 
1953. 
. . . 


Many of these firms did have lower sales than a year 


ago. but elimination of the excess profits tax had neverthe- 
less improved the earnings picture. 


The soft spots in the economy during the first quarter 


appeared to be in textiles, railroads, airlines, farm equipment 
makers and some other lines. And at the end of March, in- 
dustrial output generally had not stopped sliding downhill. 


Still, a large number of top executives feel the bottom 


of th'e' slide has just about been reached. They cite improve- 
ment in April business volume — the first upturn in many 
months — as the basis for this conclusion- 


Few are boldly predicting that a sharp pickup will now 


soon follow. 
But they seem convinced that, at the worst, 


we are in for a period of relative stability at present levels. 
• 
• 
• 


This recession, if it be called that, has been selective in 


its impact, hitting some industries hard while others have 
gone on to new record heights. There is, of course, ground 
for satisfaction in realizing it has not become as widespread 
nor as deep as was feared. At the same time, the affected 
industries cannot be shrugged off as of no importance. 


Unemployment figures dropped last month, and this is 


viewed as adding to the portrait of gathering confidence. 
Still, there are complaints from labor leaders that seasonal 
industries account for the improvement. They say the hard- 
hit ^ines are continuing to get worse. 


The evidence at hand suggests grounds for cautious, but 


not exuberant, optimism.- We may be at or near the bottom 
of the downward swing, with here and there a tentative lift 
upward. 
But we plainly must continue to keep a vigilant 


watch on the "soft" industries. 


If they do not soon improve, if unemployment stays high 


there, £hen government must be prepared to assist them 
into.firmer ground- For the idle men in these fields are not 
just statistics, and the industries affected are among our 
most basic.

Hormones of Pituitary Gland 
Arc Aidiivg Medical Science 


By KWVIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


A small gland called the pituitary 


lies on tho underside of the brain 
at tho base of the skull. This gland 
secretes several important hor- 
mones which are necessary for the 
development and fvmction of var- 
ious 01 pans. 
« 


One of those hormones, which 


is secreted from R portion of the 
pituitary body or gland, acts on 
another important internal gland 
cnllofl the adrenal. Thore are two 
adrenal glands which ore also 
small and lie close to the two kid- 
neys. 
• * * 


Tins pituitary hormone activates 


or stimulates a portion of the adre- 
nal glands and is called ailrenocor- 
lirotrophic hormone, or ACTH for 
short. Apparently without the sti- 
mulating action of the secretion 
from tho pituitary gland, important 
hormones of the adrenal glands are 
not formed in sufficient amounts.

Both substances are being used in 
some «ye disease*, arthritis and A 
number of other conditions, some 
of which have not up to this time 
responded well to other forms of 
treatment. 


Medical science has known for 


many years something about these 
glands of internal secretion and of 
the hormones which they produce. 
However, the discovery of the ex- 
traordinary effects of" these two 
hormones on many actions of the 
human body and on some of the 
body's disease* has caused a great 
d«>ai of excitement among medical 
men. 
• « • 


Unfortunately, this gland can also 


become the site of a tumor. In this 
connection one correspondent wrote 
that her husband had had nuch a 
tumor removed, and although his 
vision had been seriously impaired 
before tho operation, it was almost 
completely restored afterward*. 


However, the operation resulted 


in *ome change in his feature* and 
other complications, although h« 
hs* continued to hold A responsible 
position and outwardly to lead a 
normal life. 


This was indeed A serious opera- 


tion, but apparently the whole tu- 
mor was removed, Although the 
pituitary gland was removed with 
it,' no doubt. It is not possible to 
transplant a new pituitary gland, 
so that quite possibly in the future 
it will bo necessary to supply the 
patient with som« of the hormone* 
which the pituitary ordinarily se- 
crete*. 


This is a problem for the physi- 


cian, thf patient »nd hi* f*mily to 
meet with the greatest intelligence 
and course*.

develops." w r i t e s Dr. Erich 
Fromm. teacher of psychoanalysts. 


More and more of us, I think, 


•are beginning to agree with him. 
We're realizing that Johnny devel- 
ops in response to us, and see his 
development as connected with our 
development 
rather 
than 
with 


charts on child development. 


We're beginning to see that'his 


refusal to confess a lie is related, 
not to chaits, but to our develop- 
ment of fear that he won't reflect 
creidt on us. 


We wish to deal tenderly with 


his four-year-old fantasy of slay- 
ing a lion in the yard, not because 
charts permit him four-year-old 
fantasy, but because we, too. often 
confuse imagination with reality. 
And have to ask ourselves, "Did 
this thing really happen—or do I 
just hope that it did?" 


I regard this personal, unprofes- 


sional attitude more wholesome 
than "scientific" ones for which 


few of us are scientifically trained. 
If this seems odd, remember that 
even surgeons who are trained da 
not operate on'their family mem- 
bers. Knowing that emotion and 
scientific exactness are had to re- 
concile, they do not expose them- 
selves to anxieties involved in 
physical probing into people they 
love. 


As our personal relationship to 


Johnny has different content from 
a professional one, anxiety is in- 
evitable if we try to regard Him 
as our psychological patient. 


I am personally disheartened by 


any material that implies that a 
child's growth is different from 
ours and that the parent-child re- 
lationship a mystery, unlike all 
other human relationships.

Dr. V. B. Marquis of Blooming- 


ton and Dr. Dan Morse of Peoria 
snid beauty contests have been 
held within hospitals in Illinois for 
the past five years. They said the 
contests boost patients' morale, 
help reduce the stigma once at 
tached to tuberculosis, impress the 
public that TB can be present in 
"apparently hale and hearty peo- 
ple" and Impress the patients and 
the public the disease can be ar- 
rested with early diagnosis and 
proper treatment. 


Doctors Marquis and Morse told 


about the idea in nn mtt-rvicw at 
the 50th anniversary meeting of 
of the National Tuberculosis Assn. 
The Illinois Tuberculosis Assn., a 
voluntary health organization, has 
an exhibit at the meeting or photo- 
graphs of beauty contest entrants 
In various Illinois sanatoria. 


The doctora said one of the ob- 


jectives of the contests is to 
"erase the picture of the cnia- 
cintcd TB patient."

vidual states the right to regulate 
their own internal affairs. Georgi- 
ans accept the challenge and will 
not tolerate the mixing of the races 
in the public schools or any of its 
public tax-supported institutions." 


A "Vindication" 


Officials of the National Assn. 


for the Advancement of Colored 
People hailed the decision as "vin- 
dication" of a 45-year fight, and a 
move which "gives the lie to the 
Communists 
propaganda 
t h a t 


American democracy is decadent." 
Thurgood Marshall, chief counsel 
for the NAACP, said at his office 
in New York that compliance with 
the ruling may not be completed 
until about I960. 


But he said he does not believe 


Georgia can carry out its proposal 
to turn the schools over to private 
management. 


"If they put any plan into effect 


in the morning we will have them 
in court by the next afternoon." he 
said. "There is no possibility of 
getting around this clear-cut inter 
pretation of the Constitution."
